In light of applicant's amendment to claims 16, 42, and 43, 
the 132 Declaration, and remarks filed in the response on 
8/3/10, previous 103 rejection of the pending claims over 
Formato et al . (US-469) is now withdrawn. Prior art of record, 
taken alone or in combination, do not fairly suggest or disclose 
an IPN proton-conducting electrolyte membrane having the recited 
intrinsic conductivity at 160°C without humidif ication . 
Accordingly, the instant invention as defined by claims 16, 18- 
19, 21, 24-25, 28-29, 36, and 40-43 is allowable over prior art 
of record.
